unless 
the patient is dangerous, and then 
only bv order of the court. 
This appears to be a long 
step 
P* in the 
direction 
of 
correcting 
a 
practice that had great possibilities 
for evil in it. There was always the 
danger of injustice being done 
in | 
instances where people were 
sus­ 
pected of being insane. 
Of course, 
the first consideration of the law is 
the protection of society, but 
such 
protection does not always require 
— in fact, 
seldom 
docs— the im­ 
prisonment of t he patient, hurtlier- 
more. the average county jail is not 
a fit place to care for 
an 
insane 
person 
and 
the 
sheriff 
is 
not 
equipped for such duties. 
The new eugenics law* was 
also 
numbered among the acts in 
this 
class of legislation and provides for 
the sterilization of certain persons 
in state and county institutions. The

tion to the view, nothing to prevent 
the autom obile driver from 
seeing

crossings with which the driver 
is 
entirely fam iliar, usually in the lo ­ 
cality in which he resides. 
During the past year more than 
one-fifth of the crossing 
accidents 
resulted from the drivers 
running 
into the sides of trains. A substan­ 
tial proportion ot these 
accidents 
are due to the 
drivers 
running 
through lowered crossing gates, ei­ 
ther in front or into the sides 
<*t 
trains. Not 
infrequently, aeeoiding 
to a com pilation of accident 
data, 
crossing flagmen in the center of the 
highway to protect the m otoiist, m e 
run down by autom obiles and killed. 
These things happen in spite of 
the constant efforts ot 
railroads 
and other interested agencies 
to 
persuade autom obile drivers to 
be 
more cautious. 
England h a. partially solved this 
serious problem by elevating eighty 
percent o f her railroad crossings. In 
this country only eight percent 
are 
elevated, and there are those 
who 
believe 
that the railroads should be 
forced 
to a 
program o f 
grade 
crossing elevation in order to 
re­ 
duce the heavy death toll from this 


cause. 
This is doubtless the only 
sure 
solution, hut it must he remembered 
that it is the public which in the last 
analysis will foot the hills. And it 
is questionable whether such an ex ­ 
pense should be placed on the 
rail­ 
roads, 
to he pasesd oil to the public 
in the 
face of mounting tax 
and 
other living costs. 
In the end, we may have to 
come 
to this solution. S afety 
cam paigns 
have failed to effect any 
sizeable 
r e d u c t i o n in the deaths 
at 
grade 
crossings. People continue to 
ap­ 
proach crossings thoughtlessly and

ASHINGTON—A few months 
ago the Red Cross was point­ 
ing out that 192G was the biggest 
year for disasters in its history. 
Not that there were necessarily 
more disasters, but that they were 
bigger» and more furious. 
Come now' tlie Mississippi floods, 
the greatest of all national disas­ 
ters, to make certain that 192 < will 
outdo 1926. There have been other 
disasters this year, but they are 
comparatively insignificant. 
And tlie two months productive 
of the worst catastrophes, if one 
takes last year as a criterion, will 
not come until September and Octo­ 
ber.The huge sum of 810,000,000 
which the Red Cross set out to 
raise is in itself a gauge of the 
size of the present disaster in the 
Mississippi valley. 
How does the Red Cross prepare 
for and handle these disasters? 
Red Cross chapters over the 
country 
are 
constantly 
on 
the 
watch for disasters large and small. 
Each is expected to maintain an 
organized committee on disastei 
relief with subcommittees on food, 
shelter, 
clothing, 
medical 
aid, 
finance aild transportation. 
Always Aetfc Promptly 
When disaster strikes, the chair­ 
man of the chapter calls his dis­ 
aster relief committee into action, 
offers the authorities the Red Cross 
relief resources and telegraphs or 
telephones the manager of his Red 
Cross division to inform him of the 
nature- of the trouble, the estimated 
number of dead, injured, homeless, 
destroyed homes, families affected 
and the kind of help most needed. 
If the disaster assumes large pro­ 
portions the division manager calls 
on national headquarters in Wash­ 
ington. 
The duties of the chairman of the 


disaster relief committee are to put 
the subcommittees to w'ork, open 
centrally located headquarters and 
stick a Red Cross flag on top, keep 
the subcommittees working at top 
efficiency, tour tlie devastated area 
quickly to determine the scope of 
relief work, report to and plan with 
the committee, plan with the chair­ 
man of the finance subcommittee 
for raising a relief fund and keep 
the newspapers Informed of what 
is being done. 
Family Is Unit 
Relief workers are 
instructed 
that 
“whether 
the 
disaster 
ex­ 
presses itself primarily in loss of 
life, or loss of property, whether 
the victims are a few score or many 
thousands, its evil consequences 
register themselves in family life 
and family welfare, and the family 
must, therefore, he the unit of 
treatment in tlie administration of 
relief. 
Chapters, in time of disasters, 
deal with the division managers in 
making reports and calliug for help 
and the Red Cross has a Central 
division office at Chicago, New 
England office at Boston, Pacific at 
San Francisco, Southern ill At­ 
lanta. Southwestern at St. Louis 
and 
Washington—which includes 
Connecticut, New York and south 
to Virginia—at Washington. 
The chapters list sources of sup­ 
plies sucli as surgical dressings and 
antiseptics, clothing, blankets, cots, 
mattresses, stoves, food and anti­ 
toxins and disinfectants. 
School 
houses, 
churches, 
armories 
and 
other public buildings are checked 
for shelter, and so are hospitals, 
dispensaries and nursing agencies. 
An organized personnel of physi­ 
cians, nurses, social workers, mo­ 
tor corps drivers, canteen workers, 
production executives and efficient 
prominent men and women who 
know how to act iq emergencies is 
also listed.

""The huge sum ot $10.000.000 
which the Red Cross set out to 
raise is in itselt a gauge of the 
size ot the present disaster in the 
Mississippi valley.

Cor and handle these disasters? 


Red Cross chapters over the 


country are constantly on the 
watch for disasters large and small. 
Each is expected to ^maintain an 
organized committee on disaster 
relief with subcommittees oil food, 
shelter, clothing, 
medical aid. 


finance afld transportation. 


Always Acts Promptly 


When disaster strikes, the chair- 


man of the chapter calls his dis- 
aster relief committee into action, 
offers the authorities the Red Cross 
relief, resources and .telegraphs or 
telephones the manager of his Red 
Cross division to inform him ot the 
nature of the trouble, the estimated 
number of dead, injured, homeless, 
destroyed homes', families affected 
and the kind of help most needed. 
If the disaster assumes large pro- 
portions the division manager calls 
on national headquarters in Wash- 
ington. 
The duties of the chairman of the 


disaster relief committee are to pnt. 
the subcommittees to work, open| 
centrally located headquarters and 
stick a Red Cross flag on top, keep 
the subcommittees working at top 
efficiency, tour the devastated area 
quickly to determine the scope ot - 
relief work, report to and plan with 
the committee, plan with the chair- 
man of the finance subcommittee 
for raising a relief fund and keep 
the newspapers informed of .what. 
is being done. 


Family Is Unit 


Relief workers are Instructed 


that "whether the disaster, ex- 
presses itself primarily in loss ot 
life, or loss of property, whether 
the victims are a few score or many 
thousands, its evil consequences 
register themselves in family life 
and family welfare, and the family 
must, therefore, be the unit of 
treatment in the administration of 
relief. 


Chapters, in time ot disasters, 


deal with the division managers in 
making reports and calling for help 
and the Red Cross has a Central 
division office at Chicago. New 
England office at Boston, Pacific at 
San Francisco. Southern In At- 
lanta. Southwestern at St. Louis 
and Washington—which Includes 
Connecticut. New York and south 
to Virginia—at Washington. 


1 The chapters list sources ot sup- 
plies such as surgical dressings and 
antiseptics, clothing, blankets, cots, 
mattresses, stoves, food and anti- 
toxins and disinfectants.' School 
houses, churches, armories and 
other public buildings are checked 
for shelter, and so are hospitals,, 
dispensaries and nursing agencies. 
An organized personnel of physi- 
cians, nurses, social workers, mo- 
tor corps drivers, canteen" workers, 
production executives and efficient 
prominent men, and women who 
know how to a'ct in/emergencies is 
also listed.
